The occasion which is made to stand as 
immediate sponsor for the foregoing is 
the Pollard murder. Most of the Northern 
papers have made it the text for similar ob- 
servations upon the South. It seems to 
have come in good season, and to have 
been hailed right joyously by the greedy 
moralists of that peculiar school which 
claims for itself all the religion and all the 
humanity and all the wisdom of the period. 
There is no need to deny the real character 
of the transaction at Richmond, and—not to 
permit an outrage so revolting to civiliza- 
tion to pass unchallenged by a representa- 
tive organ of Southern opinion, nor to risk 
so much as the suspicion of indifference to 
its barbarity and the almost equally barbar- 
ous conduct of the legal authorities by 
our silence—we spoke of it the other 
day at length, and, as readers of 
the CovuRIER-JOURNAL are aware, in 
terms which were not measured to suit 
any latitude or fit any prejudice, but which 
went home to the cowardice and bru- 


Ho 'hot propose to reopen the subject, hav. 
ing exhausted it. Nor would the article of 
the Nation (a clear misnomer, for the paper 
would be more appropriately styled the 
Section) be worth attention if it did not 
suggest—what it indeed proposes to sug- 
gest—two or three considerations about 
the people of the South at large and their 
“provincialism” in particular. 

A man who undertakes to lecture upon 
a subject so very broad as that of provin- 
cialism ought clearly to be a man of the 
world, worldly, and rot a provincial. 
Every quarter of the earth, not even ex- 


cepting New England, has its provincial- 
ism, and unless a man be liberal and tray- 
eled, so as to put this, that and the other 
together, and draw out of large and varied 
experiences of many lands and peoples 
some common, cosmopolitic standard, he 
had best not preach at all. It is amusing 
to apply such a test to the writer in the Na- 
tion. He writes from a point of view so 
natrow as hardly to deserve the dignity of 
provincialism, which has certainly an hon- 
est, though a stupid dignity of its own, and 
yet he is as unconscious, as an ass may be, 
of his self-exposure. He brays his dull 
platitudes and little sectional bigotries with 
very much the sort of innocent simplicity 
which he ascribes to the Southern essayist 
and college professor. He is not even 
splenetic. His donkeyism is of the compla- 
cent mood. He is, in fine, so genuine an 
ass that he can neither be ill-humored him- 
self nor excite ill-humor in others, but is 
altogether pompous, pragmatic, and laugh- 
able. 

The people of the South, like the people 
of the North, have little enough to boast 
of except their muscle and their prospects. 
Each section of the Union has some special_ 
ty, however, and each has reason to re- 
spect the other for those specialties. We 
look as naturally to New England for books 
as to the Gulf States for cotton. The West 
is full of good speakers. The North is full 
of good writers. It is generally believed 
by disinterested European observers that 
the Southérners displayed some military 
genius and were indifferently valorous du- 
ring the four years in which they waged 
a war against odds; and even the Yankees 
are wont to compliment their political ge- 
nius indirectly when they refer to their 
predominance at Washington before the 
war. Though holding a nominal mi- 
nority, they gave to the Government its 
color and purpose by their experience and 
address as statesmen, protecting for fifty 
years an institution in the face of the op- 
position of the rest of the world. Nay, 
more; the refusal to admit the States of 
the South to equal relations in the Union, 
is a direct confession of their power—moral 
and intellectual, for they have lost all else 
—and implies an apprehension at variance 
with the lofty superiority assumed tor its 
section by the Nation. As for Wilkes 
Bootn’s heroism, there are a good many of 
us inthe South who venture to doubt it, 
in spite of our critic’s friendly assertion to 
the contrary,and as for the “black broad- 
cloth,” we believe the provincial gentle- 
men of London, Paris and Berlin, hardly 
less than we Southern barbarians, continue 
to indulge it, notwithstanding the slur of 
the same authority. It is an abom- 
ination we freely admit. We are scarce 
willing to say as much, however, with re- 
gard to the novels of Scott. They are rath- 
er fair models, we should say, even for 
modern imitation, ifimitation be ever toler- 
able, and were imitated with some success 
by a distinguished citizen of Boston. But 
the South makes no pretense on this 
head; and no cultivated Southern man 
cares a jot about it. Only great cities de- 
velop great authors. Arcadia supplies its 
share of readers; and itis doubtful whether 
according to its population, the South has 
not produced as many admirers of the best 
writers of America as any other section. 

We confess that we are not 80 averse to 

provincialism as some of the provincials.

Every peo- 
ple tor its own amusement say we; and, as 
some philosophers have been known to be 
partial to blind man’s buff, so every donkey 
cannot be expected to affect the chivalric, 
nor every Puritan to be fond of cock-fights. 
A tourist may encounter as many oddities 
in the Tyrol as among the Blue Ridges ot 
Virginia. He will be vastly amused a few 
leagues out of Paris itself by the rusticity 
ofFrenchmen. Bavariais as comical in its 
way as East Tennessee or North Georgia. 
It depends altogether on the spirit of the 
critic. If he be a pleasant, observant per- 
gon, who takes life amiably, and does not 
expect the rest of the world to fashion 
itself after the manner of his little, far-off 


nook or corner, he will perceive novelty 


cious fault-secker, or a corrupt charlatan, 
in quest of food for the 
of bigots, he will not have to look 

very far for objects of misrepresentation. 

If he be amere ass—and there are many 

such who roam abroad, and learn nothing 

nor forget anything—he will have nothing 

to depend on but a certain supercilious 

donkeyism, which takes its impressions as 

it takes its manners, at second hand. The 

writer in the Nation may have traveled; 

he may be a person of education; he may 

possibly have peddled wooden nutmegs, or 
taught school in the South,and come off 
with a distempered remembrance. But he 

is not qualified, either by the culture of his 
understanding or the tolerance of his heart 
or the extent of his researches, to lecture 

either on Southern characteristics or the 
provincialism of the South, which have an 
indigenous flavor and are too peculiar and 
original for ¢ ion. Their 
idiosyncrasies are provincial, but they are 
also picturesque; and the critic who fails 
to see, even in the old regime, material for 
romance, confesses his lack of romantic 
sympathies, susceptibilities and penetra- 
tion. 

Literature is not a Southern character- 
istic undoubtedly; and because it is a 
characteristic, and one of the most agree- 
able, of the North and East (for it is equally 
wanting in the West), the Nation sees no 
good in the South. This shows the extent 
of the claim upon the confidence of the 
reader possessed by the writer who under- 
takes to “do” the “provincialism of the 
Southerners.” The North is the tountain- 
head of American literature,therefore there 
is nothing good in the South, is the style 
of illustrating the provincialism of the 
Southerners; and it is too often the style 
of Northern newspapers in general, which 
set up for oracles of freedom and intelli- 
gence at the same time that they can see 
no wrong in the forcible enslavement of 
ten States, nor recognize any genius in 
Lee, Hampton, Beauregard and Forrest. 
Deliver us from such a philosophy; and, 
whatever our faults of temper and appre- 
hension are, may we never fall into ways 
quite so narrow and provincial! 

Provincialism is harmless when it stays 
athome. But when, as it is illustrated by 
such writers as the Nation seems to employ, 
it has a turn for travel and is not content 
with the provincialism of other regions, 
but desires to conform all regions to its 
own standard, nor liberalizes nor polishes 
that standard,it is simply a disgusting inter- 
meddler, intolerant and intolerable. Long 
may New England flourish, at home; and: 
that she may have no inducement to wan- 
der away from home, may she flourish in 
her own way. May the fires of her clam- 
bakes burn brightly. May her thanks- 
giving cider sparkle like champagne. May 
Huldy and Zekel peel apples at many a 
quilting, and be cried in meeting as often 
as they like. May books abound; and the 
ice grow thicker and skating increase; and 
also base ball and cricket; and all Yankee- 
dom rejoice and be fat and jolly and fonder 
still of New England. We shall not mur- 
mur nor interfere; but sip our claret con- 
tentedly though it be a thin drink for winter, 
and hope we shall get on in grace by-and- 
by. Perhaps we shall write no novels like 
those of Mr. Cobb, nor any poems like 
those that appear in the Waverly Maga- 
zine—albeit that delectable weekly is pub- 


lished in Boston. Perhaps we may

Two Tennessee Districts. 

A recent telegram from Nashville told 
ug that, notwithstanding the wholesale ex- 
clusion of entire counties in the fourth and 
eighth Congressional districts of Tennes- 
see, the majorities of Sheafe and Leftwich, 
the Democratic candidates, would be over 
one thousand each, and that consequently 
they would receive their certificates of elec- 
tion from the Governor. No anticipation 
could be more unlikely. The franchise 
contrivance in Tennessee is such as to ren- 
der the defeat ofa Radical impossible provid- 
ed the Governor sees fit to declare him elect- 
ed; for the whole transaction is under the 
direct control of the Governor, and there 
is no court of appeal which is not equally 
controlled by him. It may be possible that 
Governor Brownlow has some pique 
against the Radical candidates in the dis- 
tricts specified, or that he has private rea- 
sons for giving the Democratic nominees 
the certificates to which they are entitled. 
But the matter is altogether optional with 
him. He can do as he pleases. His ma- 
chine admits of no assault from without, 
and will not, until it goes to pieces from 
internal causes. We hope Dr. Leftwich 
and Captain Sheafe will make a vigorous 
contest at Washington, and we are by 
no means sure that they will not se- 
cure their seats. They were clearly elect- 
ed and fairly elected, as against the mus- 
cle and corruption which were brought 


of “disloyalty” be set up against them, 
while their opponents may be challenged 
atevery point. Dr. Leftwich sat in the 
last Congress, and has been, since his re- 
tirement, Mayor of Memphis. Captain 
Sheafe was a Union soldier throughout the 
war; settled in Tennessee; acted the part 
of a good citizen and good man; was 
forced into politics by the popular voice. 
and will make his mark as an able and 
honest man if he is admitted to the House 
of Representatives. The competitors of 
Dr. Leftwich were Mr. Nunn, the present 
incumbent, and a little fellow by the name 
of Smith, who used to be a rebel news- 
dealer, peddling the Avalanche in Bragg’s 
army at Corinth and on the line of the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad.

Capt. Sheafe’s competitor was an 
erratic gentleman by the name of Lewis 
Tillman, who is by odds the most respect- 
able Radical in Middle Tennessee, but —
